helping and loving wife, and yet one 
of the most pronounced of womau iu'f- 
fraglsts; the friend and intimate of the 
learned, rich and powerful of earth, 
and yet with a heart full of sympttby 
for Ibe lowly .'ignorant aud 
down- 


trodden, aud with pen and voice ready 
for their defeuce and uplift. 


She wrote many poema, sketches of 


travel, philosophical essays, glories and 
reviews, and her voice was heard on 
many of the most Important questions 
of more than half a ceulury. But if 
the bad. bequeathed to the world only 
J'The Battle Hymn of the Republic 
her name would have been Immorta- 
lized. The atory ofthls poem, as told 
by herself, is most dramatic.

At Wolfeit's Roost, the home of 


Hill, It was said immediately after 
the news of his death was received 
that he had.been'In a condition of 
coma for spmo. little lime before the 
«nd came. 
His death was due to a 


general break up of his constitution. 


Mr. Hill, who coined the famous 


phrase "lam a Democrat," was born 
at Havana, N.NY,, on Aug.'29, 1843. 
He was educated 
In 
the 
common 


school of Havana and later graduated 
at the Havana academy. Ho studied 
iaw and was admitted to the bar in 
1861.

Immedjately he took an active Inter- 


est In polities and became famous as 
a speaker. He was elected a delegate 
to the Democratic state conventions 
from 1868 to 1880.: In the conven- 
tions of 1877 and 1S81 he was chosen 
chairman.

He was chosen delegate.to the Dem- 


ocratic' national conventions of 1876, 
1884, 1S9G, ,1900 and.1904. 
In'the 


Democratic 
national 
convention In 


1900 he made,a'brilliant siieech, sec- 
onding the nomination of William J. 
Bryan for the presidency. 


In 1871 and 1872 Hill was a member 


of the New York assembly. . From 
1S82 to 1SS5 he was lieutenant gov- 
«rnor of New York stale. Immediately 
following Hie expiration of-his term 
he was elected governor and held that 
office until 1S9I, when he was elected 
to the United States senate, 
which 


office he held one term. 


At the national Democratic.conven- 


tion In 1892, Hill was, a prominent 
candidate for the presidential nomi- 
nation.. Ho had a'strong following in 
the convention and for a lime it looked 
as 'though his aspirations would be 
fulfilled. 
Hill was again a candidate 


for governor of New York In 1904. He 
was defeated'and since then he has not 
taken a leading part In Democratic 
politics, although he has always-been 
a factor. 


As a lawyer Hill was considered one 


of the best In the .country and from 
1886 to 1S88 was president of the Stale 
Bar associatio. 


A peculiar trait of Hill' was 
his 


confirmed hatred of women. He never 
married, and It la Bald that this was 
because of the death of his fiancee 
whoa he was a young man. 

Mr. hill had been, suffering for some 
time from a bilious attack, which 
was followed'-'hy a severe cold.

gret for the loss of the America. They 
agree that It had served Its purpose 
and taught its lesson. All stand ready, 
to renew the attempt as soon as'Well-, 
man and his engineers find a way. to 
conquer the difficulties that brought^ 
their first trip to Its thrilling end 
Tuesday morning, 400 miles southeast 
of Sandy Hook.

Standing on the deck of the Trent, 


clad In the same suit of khaki he wore 
when he and his crew launched the 
America last Saturday at Atlantic 
City, Wellman made the statement: 


."Wo thought we could not get along 


without the eiiuilibrator. Now we find 
we couldn't get along with It.

plans for the future are Indefinite un- 
til we find something that will do what 
we thought the eqillbrator would do.": 


The "en/.iilibfator" to which Well- 


man attributes the failure :of his voy- 
nge, was the series .of tanks contain- 
ing gasolene which floated In the wa- 
ter attached to Ihe airship by a long 
rope, its purpose, In addition lo stor- 
ing gasolene and serving as a wireless 
-ground." was to keep Ihe balloon 
steady', compensating 
for the

have made ihe America rise or sink 
erratically.

The America's experience proved 


that1 this floating-tail, jerking at the 
delicately poised airship, made It im- 
possible to «tepr or make liea'dway in 
the desired direction and severely 
weakened the structure. To find an- 
other 'means of compensating for this 
unavoidable change In the volume of- 
gas is the problem to which Wellman 
and his eni;ineer, Melvln Vaniman, 
will now devote tbeir attention.

The direct cause for abandoning the 


America was the 'exhaustion of the 
supply of gasolene, which had to be 
thrown out lo save the airship. When 
the crew abandoned the balloon, only 
enough was left to last about twenty- 
~four hours. 


This Is Wellman's description of 


how he hurt his hand: ' 


"While we were afloat In our life- 


boat trying to reach the Trent. I tried 
to grasp a rope. thrown 
from 
the 


steamer. 
In some way the rope got 


twisted about my-hand and before 1 
could get .loose It nearly tore off my 
little linger and badly bruised the rest 
of my hand."

Nearly all exncrlcnccd swimmers, he 
says, know th'at cramps when-la tbe 
water are of comparatively Infrequent 
occurrence. It Is commonly In the calt 
of tho leg. and the swimmer by lying 
quietly upon bis back without undue 
alarm and stretching out the leg may 
overcome' this somewhat painful invol- 
untary muscular contraction. The ei- 
crtlon of swimming, however, Is fully 
equal to tbe exertion of running, with 
the additional tai upon tue system of 
a gradual lowering of the bodily tem- 
perature. If is one thing to know how 
to swim and quite another to bo In a 
physical condition to do the swimming.
